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Wet and cooler Temperatures
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Scattered showers did little to alleviate drought during the week. Weekend showers and cooler weather will
help some. Corn and soybeans are mostly in very poor to fair condition. Potatoes are above average with
81 percent harvested compared with 75 percent last year and 65 percent for the five-year average. Third
cutting of alfalfa hay is 82 percent complete and a fourth cutting is 29 percent complete. There were 6.3
days suitable for field work.

Apples were rated 1 percent very poor, 1 percent poor, 12 percent fair, 82 percent good and 4 percent
excellent. Apples are 39 percent harvested and Peaches are 59 percent harvested.

Pasture was rated 30 percent very poor, 35 percent poor, 24 percent fair, 10 percent good, and 1 percent

excellent while hay supplies were rated 26 percent very short, 47 percent short, 23 percent adequate,
and 4 percent surplus.
